Seasoning Wood With Electricity 


In France a method of seasoning wood 
by electricity is credited with much suc- 
cess, It is called the Nodon-Bretonn- 
eau process, The timber is nearly im- 
mnersed in a tank of water containing 10 
per cent of borax, 5 of resin, and a little 
carbonate of soda, and rests on a lead
